The London Stock Exchange an- 
nounced it would be closed to- 
morrow. 
In proof of Britain's readiness 
"for any eventuality" Prime Min- 
ister Chamberlain had told the 
House of Commons Tuesday the 
whole fleet was "now ready at 
a moment's notice to take up the 
dispositions (battle stations) which 
would be necessary in war." 
The text of the communique an- 
nouncing the new call significant- 
ly was issued from the 
official 
residence of Prime Minister Cham- 
berlain.

,ng of Britain's defense ministers 
and other, key cabinet members 
and ordori-for. the •jSfcpo.i:i'i?aaC'.

Mr. Roose- 
velt said the launching "signifies 
an early return of the merchant 
fleet of the United- States to a 
dominant position on the oceans of 
the world." 
Referring to the maritime com- 
mission's

president said: 
"The tense state of the interna- 
tional situation makes it particular- 
ly desirable that we have a mer- 
chant fleet capable of carrying our 
commerce if and when foreign 
ships are withdrawn, and, should 
the unfortunate necessity arise, of 
serving as the necessary supply 
force for naval vessels. You and I 
know, from our work during the 
war, the disabilities of a navy 
which lacks an adequate merchant 
fleet. With all its enormous poten- 
tial 'combat power, such a navy is 
tied to Its bases."

Under His pro- 
tection, and In obedience to His 
law, they would find security and 
a full and distinctive life for them- 
selves. 
If present-day legislators 
knew their Bibles better, we should 
be hearing many an opposite quota- 
tion from the 
Old 
Testament 


prophets In the 'halls of govern- 
ment. 


"All the world Is better for ev- 
ery one who is living at his best," 
runs a quotation. This is equally 
true of nations. Just as a man 
does his greatest service to his 
time by developing his own per- 
sonality and efficiency, so a na- 
tion, true to highest social Ideals 
and to its 
own 
independence, 


makes a greater contribution to 
international welfare than any Im- 
perialist power. The case of the 
Scandinavian countries is a pres- 
ent case In point. History Is one 
long footnote upon the truth of 
Isaiah's teaching. Had the Jews 
been loyal to Jehovah, their record 
as a people would have been a 
;lorlously different one. 


A Circle of the Concerned. 
These are days or modern Isa- 
ahs, touched to the very depths 
Df their being by the plight of the 
world. The theme demands pro- 
'ound study. There are too many 
'roups who are making a fad of 
icing "Interested" in foreign af- 
What w,e need, in a democ- 
racy, is that large groups of alert 
Jersons should be brave enough to 
hlnk through to the roots of hu- 
manity's 
contemporary 
plight— 


men and women who, like the pro- 
phets of old, will perceive the es- 
sential relationship of It all to God. 
I have envisioned groups of com- 
corned laymen, perhaps originat- 
ng in adult Bible classes, who will 
?et together, without public no- 
.Ice, to pray over and to talk over 
:hese times. Their only platform 
would be, "I am concerned for the 
state of the world and 
of 
the 


Chur,ch." Such circles would reach 
out for fellowship and help to 
other circles, and in 
time 
we 
might have a National 
Confer- 
ence of Concerned Laymen, to 
which the government would lis- 
en. This Is no day to relegate 
:hlnking upon gravest themes to 
the professionals and the politi- 
cians. There are a multitude of 
men of vision in the land who are 
not adequately functloniner.

In that supreme knowl 
edge is born purpose and powei 
and peace. The birthday of Isa 
lah's greatness was when he ha< 
a vision of the Eternal.

acquaintanceship 
with 


God. 
The first Is a sense of one's 
own sinfulness and unworthiness 
in the light of that pure presence 
Isaiah was overwhelmed by a con 
sciousness of his own slnfulness 
Yet the vision of the holy Lord is 
the way to eliminate sin. It has 
beon said that "to gaze steadily 
upon the face of God is the on 
perfect way to noble character." 


Out of his vision and cleansing 
came Isaiah's matchless mission 
"Here am I; send me." That per 
sonal response to a Divine c'all I 
the one way to fulfill life's larges 
meaning. The way to get into pro 
photic succession to Isaiah is tc 
learn how to say, "Here am I; send 
mo."

Dove Hunting Rules 


Cited As Season In 


North Texas Opens 


COLLEGE STATION, Aug. 31.— 


(F)—Dove hunters in the Texas 
Panhandle and in North Texas can 
begin firing Sept. 1 and may con- 
tinue to hunt until Nov. 1 from 7 
a. m. to sunset, provided they kill 
only 15 birds daily and never have 
more than IS in their possession at 
one time. 


The announcement was 
made 
here by Dr. W. B. Davis, assistant 
leader of the Texas Cooperative 
Wildlife Research Unit at A. and 
M. college. 


The federal government, which 
has power to regulate hunting of 
all migratory game birds, recently 
Issued dove regulations that differ 
from the state regulations pre- 
viously announced. 


Texas has been divided Into three 
dove hunting zones and the sea- 
tons are: 


Zone 1, Panhandle 
and North 
Texas, Sept. 1 to Nov. 1. 


Zone 2, West, East and Central 
Texas, Sept. 15 to Nov. IB. 


Zone 3, Rio Grande Valley, Sept 


IB to Nov. 18, but hunting allowed 
only on Tuesdays, Thursdays, Sat- 
urdays, Sundays. Counties In this 
zone are Kleberg, Kenedy, Brooks 
Jim Hogg, Starr, Willacy, Cameron 
and Hidalgo. 


The dividing line between zones 
1 and 2 takes In counties of and 
north of Yoakui.., Terry, Lynn 
Garza, Stonewall, Haskell, Throck- 
morton, Younp. Jack, Wise, Par-

commercial vegetable 
acreage expansion In Texas to- 
day, as the South's first 1940 vol- 
untary vegetable acreage 
allot- 
ments wero submitted to form- 
ers of Wlllacy county. 
The vegetable program, first of 
Its kind in Texas, will apply only 
to those counties which had 200 
acres or more In commercial truck 
last year—exclusive of watermel- 
ons, strawberries, Irish and sweet 
potatoes and asparagus. Each In- 
dividual farmer has the privilege 
of deciding whether or not to 
participate In the program. 
About 126 counties are expect- 


ed to fall Into this class, B. V. 
Vance, assistant state AAA ad- 
ministrator, said. 
County acreage allotments for 


19*0 will be the same as the 
planted acreage this year, but In- 
dividual allotments may be mpre. 
or less—depending on how the 
county AAA committees apportion 
county allotments after consulting 
vegetable producers on their 1940 
plans, Vance explained. 


"With this voluntary program, 
we are not asking for a reduc- 
tion 
of 
commercial 
vegetable 
acreage," he said, "but are mere- 
ly attempting to keep the acre- 
age from expanding beyond the 
vegetable market's present ability 
to absorb the supply." 


The cooperating farmer will re- 


ceive $1.50 an acre for each aero 
In his vegetable allotment. From 
the total of payments thus due 
him, 
$20 will be deducted 
for 
each acre he plants In excess of 
his allotment.

He declared there would be no 
war In Europe until Britain and 
France were convinced this nation 
would "come in and pay tho bills 
as It did In tha last war." 
The group led by Van Zandt, a 
former national commander of the 
Veterans of Foreign Wars, succeed- 
ed In tabling another pension reso- 
lution proposed by Paul C. Wohl- 
man, Baltimore, despite a declara- 
tion by the latter there was danger 


of losing public sympathy by seek- 
ing "too much." 
Wohlman declared Van Zandts 
resolution, drafted by the conven- 
tions legislative committee, might 
endanger present payments to wi- 
dows and orphans of war veterans. 
Proposals for a war referendum 


and neutrality legislation found vet- 
erans of foreign wars divided to- 
day as a war-conscious 40th nation- 
al encampment turned to a stack of 
resolutions awaiting action. 
Many of tho proposals struck at 
aliens and particularly at so-called 
subversive groups. They Included: 


Barring aliens from rollnf rolls, 
halting immigration for 10 years, 
admitting no refugees from "any 
country whatsoever," and forcing 
aliens to become citizens within 
five years or suffer deportation.

ally to purchasers of University 
lands and other provisions which, 
barred the lawmakers from releas- 
ing or extinguishing tho liability of 
any corporation or individual to tha 
state.

All high school students are to 


have their programs made before 
the opening day of school which 
Is Monday, 
September 
11. The 


schedule of classes for the high 
school has been arranged and we 
will start enrolling students Fri- 
day, Sept. 1, at 1 o'clock. Students 
will be enrolled Friday afternoon, 
Saturday morning, Monday and 
Tuesday. Students who are antici- 
pating a difficult 
schedule are 


advised to have their 
programs 


made as early as possible. Certain 
sections can care for only a limited 
number of pupils and those coming 
late will be compelled to 
elect 


other subjects for this half year. 


Students who did 
not 
attend 


school In Corsicana last year and 
who are to be classified in the 
low ninth grade, or above, must 
be classified by the high school 
principal before September 
6, 
If 


they expect admission on the open- 
Ing day of 
school. The 
other 


duties of the principal 
on 
the 


opening day will likely delay new 
admissions after that date. Since 
all programs will have been made 
before Friday, September 8, 
the 


teachers will meet their classes 
In regular schedule on 
Monday, 


September 11. 
Planning our High School Work 
Parents should keep In touch 


with the schools and should ad- 
vise with their children about the 
best selection of courses to take 
In high school. Many pupils fall 
to get admission to the college or 
university which they desire be- 
cause they fall to do a high qual- 
ity of work in high school, or be- 
cause they do not 
choose 
the 


courses which will 
fit them 
for 
that particular 
institution. The 


requirements for college entrance 
are not identical in every case. 
If the pupil will decide by the be- 
ginning of the junior year what 
college or university he or she 
expects to attend, much valuable 
advice can be given by the prin- 
cipal of the high school or by the 
advisory teachers.

of study in a high school. sub- 
ject, constituting approximately a 
quarter of a full year's work.
